n Edmonton exotic dance club 

has started offering lap dances 
even while a Toronto stripper has 
written City Council to warn 
against the practice. 

Lap dancing is no different from 
prostitution, warned Katharine 
Goldberg, a veteran stripper and 
head of the Toronto-based Associa- 
tion for Burlesque Entertainers. 

In a recent letter to Edmonton 
City Council, Goldberg wrote that 
“lap dancing has resulted in open 
sex acts between ‘dancers’ and cus- 
tomers in bars and strip clubs in 
this area.” 

Goldberg said lap dancing leads 
to aggressive behavior from bar par- 
trons, who may expect sexual favors 
from exotic dancers. Goldberg also 
maintains that lap dancing poses a 
public health hazard. 

“Although the risk of AIDS or 
other sexual diseases being trans- 
mitted with a single lap dance is 
low, the risk is very real and there 
are lots of ‘lap dances,” wrote 
Goldberg. 

“Lap dancing is a real public 
health danger.” 

Goldberg urged council to take 
steps to ban the practice in Ed- 
monton. 

But it appears Goldberg’s warn- 
ing may have come too late. A 
Cromdale-area club called Naughty 
Temptations is advertising lap 
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dances, as well as nude boxing, 
jello wrestling and other spectacles. 

Naughty Temptations does not 
have a liquor licence. That allows 
the club to circumvent the 
Alberta Gaming and Liquor Com- 
mission’s rules. In bars holding 
liquor licences no physical contact 
between nude entertainers and 
patrons is allowed and a one-me- 
tre area is required 
to separate the stage

Ward 3 councillor Sherry McKib- 
ben wants to put a stop .to lap 
dancing.

Laboucan was confident, howev- 
er, that his new group could find a 
place in land claim talks.

When Wilson was a five-year-old 
hild growing up in the ’60s in Lon- 
don, England, his father exposed 
im to the Motown sounds from 
Yetroit. At the same time, the mu- 
ical Hair was making a huge 
impression on audiences in New 
ork. 

And when Wilson was basking in 
he revelation that the only thing 
e wanted to do with his life was 
e involved in music, Hair was 
coming one of the most success- 
| Broadway plays and well on its 
vay to achieving theatrical immor- 
a lity. 

And now, 19 years after the Wil- 
»n family left England and moved 
) Edmonton, and Hair ended its 
priginal stint on Broadway, the 
ager little boy who is now grown 
p and the most controversial 
usical of its time, cross paths at 
e Mayfield Inn Dinner Theatre.

Free love 


“1 think the play is about racial 
nlerance, open mindedness, and 
ee love of everyone,” Wilson ex- 
plained. “I think that’s what people 
aspire to have today. You don’t 
have to have been part of the ‘60s 
to relate to this play.” i 
in many respects, he is right. 
Today's audiences can’t experience 
he impact and growth that Hair 
ad on audiences in the '60s. 
In 1967, Hair debuted at the 
ew York Shakespeare Festival. The 
musical, created by Gerome Ragni, 
lames Rado and Canadian song- 
ritere Galt McDermot, had a 
loosely-structured plot focusing on 
olitical, racial, environmental, sex- 


al and drug issues that gave 





insight into the youth culture of the 
1960s. 

Critics liked the way the play han- 
dled the topics of the times 
Heavy-handedness was eschewed in 
favor of style and grace. Essential- 
ly, the play was meant to be about 
a tribe of people searching for a 
freedom that would distance them 
from responsibility, organization 
and anything that would stop them 
from living a life of uninterrupted 
indulgence. 

The play moved to an off-Broad- 
way location, where it was revised 
to become more shocking — a sure- 
fire way to push the buttons of the 
ultra-conservative establishment 


Provocative 


More profanity and nudity were 
added to make the production 
more realistic and more provoca- 
tive. And in 1968, the original cast 
of Hair entered into the Bilmore 
Theatre and would go on to perform 
a string of 1,750 Broadway shows 

It was subtitled “The American 
Tribal Love Rock Musical” whose 
music was said to be the strong- 
hold of the production, and made 
it the first hit rock musical on 
Broadway. 

Spawning hits such as “Aquarius” 
and “Good Morning Starshine,” the 
musical score would later be cap- 
tured on vinyl, not only by the New 
York cast, but by Japanese, Israeli, 
Dutch and Mexican troupes as well. 

After Broadway, road companies 
were taken to Europe and other 
North American cities, where they 
were banned on several occasions 
throughout the 1970s, primarily 
because of the play's shocking con- 
tent. 

In 1977, Hair made its way back 
to Broadway to a different, less re- 
ceptive audience and ran for a mere 
43-show stint. 

Two years later, the show was 
adapted to screen, during a decade 
when the Woodstock generation 
became baby boomers grasping at 
remnants of the past and raising off- 
spring facinated by the flower 
power movement. Hair was per- 
formed in full force all over the 
world in the 1980s and continues 
to do so. Interestingly enough, the 
masterminds behind the musical 
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never had another hit. 

When Wilson was given the op- 
portunity to play Walter, one of the 
relaxed, easy-going members of the 
tribe, he couldn't resist. This is his 
second musical undertaking and 
the second time he’s discovered 
hidden talents. 


Acting neophyte 


Hair is a two-act play filled with 
slick choreographed dance num- 
bers that Wilson performed without 
any dance experience whatsoever. 
With his first musical, last year's 
Mayfield Inn production of Jesus 
Christ Superstar, the acting neo- 
= Phyte brought to life the role of 
$ Judas (replacing veteran local 
singer Thomas Alexander). Both sit- 
uations have brought him a new 
fondness for theatre. 

“There is a time in the perform-

R&B band Rameses. Apparently 
they were moved by a sacrament of 
fierce intensity and music being 
unleashed in an uninhibited stage 
presence that, has drawn people to 
Rameses gigs since their first out- 
ing at a small pizza parlor over 
three years ago.

But 
he’s also looking outside of the 
band for opportunities to feed 
newfound aspirations. He'd love 
to do more theatre while contin- 
uing with music. 

Wilson is like a sponge, always 
absorbing what is within his reach 
and is constantly needing to be in- 
spired to stay whole. His drive and 
his focus by no means overshadow 
the warmth of his personality, but 
they are evident. 

He is moved by so much, and 
feels a passion for practically eve- — 
rything that enters his sphere. His 
happiness lies within the balance 
he has found for his life.

One of the most pleasant locations to view art is a space situated on the east 
side of Commerce Place. The white, curved walls, lit by bright natural light 
shining down from skylights, lure you toward the exhibited art. Currently, 
works by painter Eva Bartel benefit from being placed in such a luminous and 


As | was walking quickly through Commerce Place, | caught a glimpse of 
one of Bartel’s watercolors. The bright colors and lucid images drew me 
toward the exhibit for a closer look. When an artist's work can spark emo- 
tion, that signifies success. But when an artist can bring the viewer back to 
a distant memory and eliminate traces of space and time, that signifies mas- 
tery. Such is the case with the paintings of Bartel. 

Her paintings are prairie landscapes with a portrait sensation. Seasonal 
scenes of various sizes and perspectives take one back to where they have 
once been, rather than a place they have never visited. And like photographs, 
Bartel paints vivid, comforting images of familiarity and not abstractions.

“I want to get as many people as 
I can both to read and to watch,” 
said Soloduka, who believes this 
show can be a jump-start to a new 
Edmonton literary scene.

I'm hoping 
to get the interest going. 

“I Sot the idea after seeing a fea- 
ture on spoken word on CBC's 
Prime Time Live. Vancouver's real- 
ly into it.
